T hat cou ntry is. as you will see by a 
glance at the map . shaiwHl som ething 
like the half of an egg. cu t lengthwise, 
the flat side up on the earth, the p oint 
to the south. 
The rounded center is a 
heap of im p enetrable ice m ou ntains.

lxaiies of ice slip from it into the sea 
and. breaking off, d rift slowly down 
along ou r coasts. 
These are the ice- 
lxirgs of the A tlantic ocean. 
Now, 
along the narrow slip of habitable land 
which edges Greenland 011 this side, 
tradition says, once dwelt a civilized 
p eop le who. both in knowledge and the 
habits of lif“. were fur In advance of 
the Lap lander*. 
They wen* well known to the early 
D anish navigators, who m ade frequ ent 
mention of them in their logs and re­ 
p o rt» . The question yet u nansw ered is, 
W here are they now? T radition am ong 
the L ap landers rep orts that the whole 
colony tw o centu ries ago em igrated in 
a body to the eastern coast of G reen­ 
land, attem p ting to cross the hitherto 
im p enetrable masses of ice in the cen­ 
ter 
No tidings ever have come back 
from them. Some of the scientific men 
who accom p anied the H ayes exp edi­ 
tion m ade this question a m atter of 
sp ecial stu dy.

p eop le did once inhabit that p art of the 
coast and th at they now had u tterly 
vanished. 
If they had 
been sw ep t 
aw ay by a p estilence their household 
belongings at least would be left to tell 
of them , hu t not a shard of p ottery, 
nor a single grave, remain* to show 
I th at they ever lived. It w as sup p osed 
by the Danish missionaries that they 
had 
p erished in the ranges of ice 
, m ou ntains, but among the Lap landers 
there were traditions th a t they had 
| safely reached the w estern coast and
